Strawberry 
beds 
should 
be 
mulched now to protect the plants 
through the winter m onths, accord­ 
ing to A. C. Bobb, fruit specialist 
with 
the 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service, University of Connecticut. 
Usually the mulch is applied before 
mid-November, but mikl 
weather 
this fall has made an earlier m ulch­ 
ing unnecessary. It also has enabled 
tile plants to continue their de­ 
velopment of roots and crow na. 
Mulching net only protects the 
plants front serve winter tem per­ 
atures but it cuts down heaving 
which 
breaks the roots, thereby 
weakening the plants and result­ 
ing in lower yields. 
The m aterial used should be one 
th at will not become compact and 
is free from weeds. The most sat­ 
isfactory is salt hay or m arsh hay. 
O thers th at are 
satisfactory in­ 
clude wheat, cat or rye straw, tree 
leaves, 
pine 
needles 
oi 
sawdust. 
Light, fluffy m aterials such as salt 
hay and straws can be applied to 
a depth of four to eight inches. 
W hatever the m aterial used, it 
should be spread over the entire 
bed, on the plants and between tile 
rows. New spring, when the new 
strawberry leaves develop, the mulch 
is pulled into the space between Uie 
row*, with some of it allowed to 
remain on and around the plants. A 
light covering will not retard plant 
growth. 
Mulch rem aining on the 
beds will aid in keeping the berries 
clean. 


SOME FACTS ABOUT 
SILVERFISH 
Damages to clothing, house furn­ 
ishings. certain paper products, and 
other starchy m aterials by silver­ 
fish have increased rapidly during 
recent 
years. 
This 
is 
explained 
(largely by the fact th a t dwelling 
houses are now heated more uni­ 
formly around the year and thereby 
invite not only a longer season of 
siverfish activity but more intensi­ 
fied feeding throughout buildings. 
There have been several erron­ 
eous theories about how this pest 
gala* entrance into an inhabited 
house. In many urban areas there 
I* a circulated belief th a t coal de­ 
liveries are soley 
responsible for 
silverfish infestations. Several read­ 
ers have voiced the Idea th at the 
insects are carried on clothing from 
public meeting places. Still others 
think cats, dogs or other pets bring 
them to the house. To date there is 
not a single bit of evidence to sup­ 
port any of these theories, certainly 
not 
th a t about 
the 
pests being 
I stowaways in coal. 
It is probable that silverfish eggs 
(or the young or adults are brought 
■ into the house in laundry, in deliv­ 
eries from dry goods and depart­ 
m ent stores, and in .similar vehicles. 
The pest feeds m ainly on paper 
sizing, bookbindings, wallpaper, and 
all fabrics which ure starched in 
m anufacture or in laundering Re­ 
cently housewives ate discovering 
ti tat the damages to rayon which 
t h e y 
h a d 
attributed to clothes 
m oths are actually 
the 
work of 
.silverfish. 
There is no excuse for failure to 
identify this busy insect. 
It Lh a 
wingless, slender insect measuring 
slightly 
more 
than 
three-eighths 
of an inch in length • when fully 
g r o w n . 
Its most 
distinguishing 
m arks are the three tail-like ap­ 
pendages on the rear of its body. * 
and two long, slender "feelers" in 
front. It Is rarely seen during the 
day except when an object is remov- 
cd from where it Is hiding. Then 
it will scurry out of sight so quick­ 
ly th a t it cannot be captured. The 
adults may live at least two to four 
years. 
Silverfish prefer damp, warm base- ' 
m ents from where they often fol­ 
low hot water and heating pipes to 
first and higher floors. They are of­ 
ten found in new buildings where 
the walls are still damp from con­ 
struction, Emphasis on combating 
the pests where they are propagat­ 
ing 
is foremost 
in plannng 
and 
waging war on this foe. 
DDT I* proving effective against 
silverfish, applied in the regular five 
percent household form. usually in 
r e f i n e d kerosene. It should be 


sprayed sufficiently to moisten the 
surfaces where the insects travel 
along shelves, baseboards, and door 
and window facings, also around 
pities leading from one floor to an­ 
other. If there are dangers of fire 
from using this DDT oil spray, use 
the ten percent DDT powder dusted 
wherever the insects congregate or 
travel. Sodium flouride may be used 
in the same m anner as the DDT 
powder, athough it will not rem ain 
lethal as long. Both cause death 
only 
by 
direct contact, therefore, 
they should be blown into cracks 
and other places where the insects 
take shelter.

M C C U L L O C H 


GARDENERS HAVE 
JOBS FOR WINTER 
Since large birds may chase away 
the smaller ones, set out more than 
one feeding station. Place them in 
warm, sheltered spots, but sufficient­ 
ly in the open to foil surprise a t­ 
tacks by cats. An im portant point 
is th at once bird feeding is started, 
it should be continued 
regularly 
throughout the winter 
Trees which were planted recent­ 
ly should be staked securely to pr« - 
vent them Irom being blow ii loos'. 
in the ground. W rap the trunks with 
burlap or waterproof paper to pre­ 
vent the bark from drying out. Use 
wire netting for protection from rab­ 
bits. 
M ulching m aterial should be pre­ 


pared without delay, to be put on 
the perennial border, the garden 
roses and bulb plantings after the 
soil is frozen an inch or two deep. 
Allow 
leaves to collect around 
shrub plantings, to serve as a winter 
protection. 
Prevent delphinium winter rot and 
slug damage by covering the crown 
with coal ashes or sand after the 
ground freezes. 
Cover the crowns of the buddleia 
plants with a half bushel of soil 
for winter protection. 
The pruning of grape vines at this 
timp is recommended. If pruned now, 
the cut ends will heal before the 
plants renew 
their growth early 
next spring. 
Continue planting bulbs until the 
ground freezes. 


Ashes Useful For 
Lightening Earth 


Ashes derived from burning rice 
or buckwheat coal will take the place 
of sand for lightening heavy soils. 
Spread them over the ground aboifp 
two indies thick as they become 
available during the winter. 
Spade the soil twice to effect a 
more uniform distribution of the 
ashes. A single .spading usually finds 
them at the bottom, but even in that 
position they have their value by 
providing 
better 
drainage. 
Ashes 
from other sizes of coal can be used 
as well, but most gardeners do not 
relish the task of screening them.

It is probable that silverfish eggs 


or the young or adults are brought 
into the house in laundry, in deliv- j 
cries from dry goods-and depart- 
ment stores, and in similar vehicles.

Others that are satisfactory in- 
clude wheat, oat or rye straw, tree 
leaves, pine needles or sawdust 
Light, fluffy materials such as salt 
hay and straws can be applied to 
a depth of four to eight inches. 


Whatever the material used, it 


should be spread over the entire 
bed, on the plants and between the 
rows. New spring, when the new 
strawberry leaves develop, the mulch 
is pulled into the space between the 
rows, with some of it allowed to 
remain on and around the plants A 
light covering will not retard plant 
growth. Mulch remaining on the 
beds will aid in keeping the berries 
clean.

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Lewis* United Mine Workers Begin Return To Mines Today After Walkout 


WILL WORK ON 
SHORT WEEK; 
BRIGHTER XMAS 
Pittsburgh, Dec. 5 </P\—John L. 


Lewis' United Mine Workers started 
helping Santa Claus fill his bag 
today. 


The diggers, idled briefly last week 


by their fourth walkout of the year, 
began trooping back to work for the 
first shifts promptly at 12:01 a. m. 
(Eastern Standard Time). By the 
end of the day, all are expected in 
the pits. 


The 480,000 TIMW dues payers 


will work the three-day week de- 
creed by their unpredictable chief 
until further notice. 


They'll Enjoy Christmas 


In the nine working days before 


Christmas, each can earn about 
$139.50, That's based on their aver- 
age daily wages of $15.50. 


That with some back pay they 


have coming for work done before 
last 
week, means they'll 
enjoy 


Christmas. Even if some diggers are 
broke or short of money, company 
stores guarantee they can buy food 
and toys for Christmas. 


Though the miners " are happy 


over prospects of working, most of 
them are anxious to get back on a 
five-day week. It's almost certain 
Lewis won't order such a week until 
he has finally reached a contract 
with industry. And top operators 
show no indication of giving in. 


Operators Haven't Bodged 


Top operators haven't budged since 


Lewis' contract ran out last June 30. 
They maintain they can't afford to 
increase wages. And they want 
Lewis to tighten up the welfare and 
pension fund which has been fi- 
nanced entirely by the 20-cent-a- 
ton royalties the operators pay for 
all coal mined. 
—The only report of a break - in 
the stalemate has come from a small 
group of small Kentucky operators. 
They are truck mine operators who 
employ only about 800 diggers. 


It is reported the Kentuckians are 


considering signing a contract with 
Lewis this week. If they do, they'll 
go on a five-day week. The truck 
operators insist they have to work 
a full week toTnreak evenrXXher 
mine owners reported the contract 
being considered by the Kentucky 
group calls for a 95-cent daily pay 
boost, bringing the diggers' base 
rate to an even $15. And the 20- 
cent royalty payments reportedly 
would be upped to 35 cents. 


Top industry spokesmen minimized 


the significance of the "Kentucky 
plan."

western Democracies have contained 
the Red offensive and are gaining in 
Europe's cold war. 


This was the second serious defeat 


of its kind the Bolshevists had suf- 
fered in a week, the other being the 
flop of a Communist-supported gen- 
eral strike in France. The two set- 
backs are particularly significant in 
that Italy and France have been the 
chief Communist strongholds in 
western Europe.

Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia. That 
fiery Balkan state had been another 
stronghold of Communism, and Tito 
was one of Moscow's pets. 


So we find the Communist offen- 


sive held along a line from north to 
south through central Europe. But 
that isn't the whole story by a long 
shot, for there is bitter discontent 
among the Russian satellite states. 
Wholesale purges and liquidations 
are being carried out in most of 
these eastern European countries. 


The situation is particularly tense in

I AP—Wartimes 
of inflation arr fluttering again in 
the capital, but moat of the economic 
lookouts discount any immediate 
peril Thri sec fairly steady, pros­ 
perous sailing throughout 1950. 
President Truman is not expected 
to rev ive his demands of a year ago 
for drastic "standby" anti-inflation 
powers. This Is despite the rise in 
credit to new peaks, the firming of 
prices, and the fall improvement in 
business and employment 
Government economists and some 
private experts report the revival of 
an 
‘inflationary potential" They 
base the report mainly on heavy in- 
the-red spending by the government 
and on the new round of wage-and- 
pension increases. 
Expect Good Business 
Yet few of them expect a major 
price whirl in the next 12 months, j 
The "disinflation" is not over for 
some important industries. Many 
economists believe the long-range j 
hazard is deflation. 
A concensus of the forecasts might 
boil down to this: 
1950 will be another year of high 
Income and high production, on a 
level of prosperity not too unlike 
1949 and not far below record- 
.smashing 1948 
Inflation warnings have been ut­ 
tered by two bank presidents and

Douglas’ iD -IU.) Economic subcom­ 
mittee These have stirred specula­ 
tion whether Mr. Truman will again 
seek controls over prices, wages, com­ 
modity trading and materials allo­ 
cation. 
The decision, if it is not already 
made, will come in the next month as 
the President prepares his annual 
economic message to the new ses­ 
sion of Congress. 
Persons in close touch with White 
House planning say a new bid for 
controls Is unlikey and, even if one 
comes, would be turned down by 
Congress. 
Bed Ink Spending 
This view is voiced by Senator 
Flanders of Vermont, a Republican 
manufacturer and a member of the 
Senate-House Economic committee
